ani printing done well, they fail in securing 
proper paper, Of late years there has beon 
a good deal of care takes to get paper manu- 
factured expressly for the notes issued by the 
Government, The national bank notes ar 
also issued by the Government, so that the 
sources of supply for exactly that 
paper are controlled

notes of the denomination of £5 was practi- 
cally not counterfeited for fifleen years, 
Even taking all the denominations of nati- 
onal bank money and all the varieties of 
money issued by the Government, the num- 
ber of these varieties is tr fing compared 
with the immenso number of banks before 
the war, whose notes were all different. 

“It's true we have iavre banks now but 
it must be remembered that the notes ct 
each denomination issued by all the uational 
vanks, or for thein, are ol aitke, except the 
titles, The changcs uave been few and many 
years upart.

“When it is consiiered how many millioni 
of dollars of the same sort are issued by the 
Government, it is wonderful that the genu 
ine plates are not oftener used for the pur’ 
pose of printing unauthorized issues, Ol 
course, it is pretended that the safeguards o1 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing are s& 
great that rm. such wrong could. be done. 
But there is a well authenticated case where 
the printer actually did print from the gen- 
uins piates without discovery while being 
watched by a bank officer, Some years age 
there was a famous suit, in which the Gov- 
ernment financial ageuts in New York claim 
ed to have redeemed a certain issuy whict 
proved to be unauthorized, aad the experts 
were very much in conflict as to whether 
the issue was actually counterfeit or printed 
from Government plates, It was finally de 
cided by a jury that the issue was counter:

ceived the Governor and the 
Advisory Coancil! The docu- 
ment, instead of being a calm 
and impartia! review of their 
agent’s proceedings, and instead 
of acknowledging the Legis!a- | 
ture’s share in the appointment 
and in accrediting him as a 
representative of North-West | 
interests, seeks ina mean and 
disingenuous manner to throw 
all the blame ot the failure on 
those whem they choose to re-!

So that 
practically there has been no 
loss to the Territories, but no 
thanks to Mr. Cullen who be- 
trayed his trust.

height I would recommend the spaces 
between the wires to be not more than 
13 inches, thus leaving a space between 
tho third wire and the ground of not |-ss 
than 22 inches, There needs be no fear 
ot stock getting under a wire 22 inches 
from the ground in a properly strained 
Corrimonie fence, The chief care ought 
te be that stock do not get their hoade in 
between wires in the Ist and 2nd spaces, 
and if droppers are placed not more than 
43 leet ap rt there will be little danger 
in spaces 0; 13 inchea, 

One or two particulars are yet to be 
noticed im the erection of this fence, 
They may appear very trivial but are of 
ereatimportance, This is in respect of | 
stapling on the wires. Fora Vorrimonie 
fence of only three wirea, specially strong 
+taples for fixing say No. 4 aod 5 wires on 
the standards ought to be used, and these 
staples ovant not to be driven tight 
home on the wires, In stapling on the 
droppers it ought to be otherwise; light 
staples are to be preferred, and t!es: 
driven quite tight home, so that the drop- 
pers capnot be made to move on the 
wires, This wode of stapling will be 
readily approved of by any experienced 
fence maker, He will see that any sud- 
den or excessive strain will be spread 
over a coasiderabie extent of the feace and 
will bear agaiast not one wire but the 
whole. In short, this is one of the most 
commendable features of the Corriemonie 
feace. If properly erected it may well be 
said ‘at camnot be broken," and if plain 
wire be used no danger to stock need be 
expectad,”’

The arrival in Liverpool on Monday 
last of some 509 head of ranche cattle 
trom the Canadian Northwest has ereated 
considerable interest in the trade, ihe 
Cochrane Ranehe, from which these 
cattle were drafted, was the pioneer 
ranche of the Canadian Northwest, and 
was established in 188] by the Hon. 
Senator Cochrane, ibe females:—well 
bred) Shorthorn grades — were — got 
from the United States, and Senator 
Vochrane, with a great deal of enterprise, 
introduced from England the fivest jot or 
Hereford valla—nambering nearly 150 
bead—which bad ever been shipped from 
Great Britain, ‘These had to be conveyed 
by rail and luke from Qaebee to Bismirek, 
and thence by the river Missouri to Port 
Benton, and from tbat place bad to be 
driven across the praines some 300 miles 
to the Bow River Ranch. These bulls 
were of the most fashionable . breeding 
and included & number of the direct off- 
spring of the celebrated Hereford bull 
** Lord Wilton." 

Tie “Grading up” pas, af course, 
tuken some years, but the shipiaent just 
landed shows conclusively the enormous 
benetit which bas been conferred on th 
territories by the introduction of such 
valuable bulls, The steers now arrived 
are of exceptionally fine quality; 
itis adinitted by American and other 
importers that the qaality has never beer 
equalled by the cattle in any of the other 
ranches in the United States or Canada, 
This opinion is borne out by the fact of 
their being immediately soapped up a 
the bighest market prices.

This 
tract incudes what ia knowa as the Height 
” Land, whieh is 500 miles in length by an 
avernge breadth of 70 miles—35,000 square 
milesioall, Tue Height of Land, where the 
paring of the rivers takes piace, is not, as 
many suppose, a chain of mountains with 
sharp, well-deflued ridges dividing the 
waters which flow South from those flowing 
North, but itis in reality a tableland or 
plateau, \bé average elevation of which is 
mily aluut-1200 feet obove the sea level. 

Tois large territory belonging to Ontario, 
while now practically uninbabited, save by 
a few tribes of Indians, may yet soo the day 
Wiheu it will bold a large population that 
will settlo on the banks of its grovt rivers. 

They may alo be unaware that Ontario 
has a frontage of 150 miles following the 
shore line of James Bay. 

That portion of the coast which forms 
this froutage is low and sha low, Unfortun- 
ately this 150 miles of shore line contains no 
harbor for vessels drawing more thaa ten 
feet of water, And yet ascther fact is in 
all probability not widely known, viz:—that 
soise cf the maio rivers flowing into Jawes 
Bay ere navigable for a distance of from 50 
t» 100 miles from their mouth for veasels 
drawing six or eight feet of water, 

Omitting the Great Lakes, Outario now 
coutains, rouadly sp-aking, 29,000 square 
miles of territory. This is nearly double 
the area of the United Kingdom; only 12,000 
*quare milos less than the whole German 
Ev: pire ana equal to the combined areas of 
Holland, Portugal, United Ltaly, S witaer- 
jand and Belgium Thus we who live in 
Qatario can boast of a no mean country in 
so far as area is concerned, 

There is living in To- 
ronto, at 45 Walker 
Avenue, a gray haired 
gentleman, Mr. E. B. 
Borron by name, who 
during ten successive 
summers explored this 
exensive stretch of 
country, and it is to him 
that 1 am largely in- 
devted for the brief 
fact given below. 

He divides this tere 
three belts or gones, viz:-- 
1 The Height of Land plateau, chiefly 
remarkable for the numer of its fresh 
water Jakes. 2 The intermediate pla- 
feau or belt, note for the falls and 
rapids ia all the rivers by which it is crossed 
w® their course to Ji nes Bay, and 3. Toe 
northerly or coasi-belt, the plain or flit 
country, largely covered with muskezs or 
peut-inopses, almost treeless (excepting those 
near the rivars,) and extendi®,z from the foo% 
of the great Jails or rapids xbove meationed 
to the coast of James Bay. 

Nearly all the great rivers, where flowing 
North ov Bouth, bave thei; origin in the 
chain of lakes on the ilvight of Land 
pateau, Six of these great rivers having 
their sou ec -@ on this plateau vearly a thou 
san | miles apart, converge to such @ degree 
that they pour their waters ints James Bay 
within a radius of only sixty miles! The 
Albany River is the largest river in the 
tereitory and is navizabie for a distance of 
250 ales from its mouta, Tae Abittibi is 

vavigable for 70 miles; the South Moose for 

90 nites avd ce North Moose dor 125 miles. 
Toe Ab ttitiaod Moose y.vers become one 
stream eighteen miles above Moose Factory, 
bur, strange tosay, ther waers do pot 
appear‘o mingle until both are lost in 
Jaines Buy. No ies than thir:y large rivers 
run into Hudson and Jimes Bay,

Mr. Borron discovered several important 
and curious geological factson his various 
tours, He found, for instance, that a lirgo 
proportion of the clay and other loose ma- 
terials tying on the height of laud plateau 
must bave come from the far north and 
that it had been carried in sone mysterious 
way up bill! He discovered fragments of 
the Devoaian limestone 150 miles from where 
that rock is found ‘‘in situ,” and, what is 
still more remarkable, not less than 890 or 
900 eetabove it, He further observed a 
variety of quartsite near Lake Miunie- 
takie which he believes to have oume from 
the Eastern coast of Hudson Bay 100 milos 
distant! The character of the loose mater- 
ial op the surface of tho plateau, the rug- 
ged shape of the hills and ridges, the gor- 
ges oxtendiug for miles north and south— 
quarried by no visible hand out of the 
har Jest of rock—afford convincing proof of 
tremendous erosion, It is evident that a 
wea of ice 2,090 feot deep must have cover- 
ed the height of land. Whence came the 
mighty pivpelling power to move such a 
prodigivus mass southward’ Mr. G, Daw- 
son, F.G.8,, says that during the glacial 
epoch @ ricecap formed at the north

tains on the West. Both the Bay and 
Strait are remarkably free from rocks and 
shoals which might futerfere with free 
navigation, . 

As to the timber in the territory, we 
and tamarack are the cuic? tives, there heing 
only enough pine to supply the local wants 
of future setticrs, The spruce often has a 
ereuuference of from six to eight feet. 
‘There are enormous qua tities of spruce of 
asefu! sizes which are confined to the rich 
river bottoms, The maximum circumfer- 
ence of the tamarack is ahout five feet. 
Accordiug to Mr, Berron there are tracts 


of tamarack Mrge enough for ratiway ties, 
telegraph poles and similar purpusos, 

tracts of celur are also found in many 
places ou the Height of Land Piatean on the 
Central belt, Though of no great economic 
importance at preseat, the spruce, tamarack 
ard cedar must become more and more 
valuable after tho lumermen have ex 

hausted the pine in the older parts of the 
Province. 

Exploret Borron bas also discovered evi- 
dovces of vast bodes of lignite or brown coal, 
iron, ore, Kaolin or china-clay, potter's 
clay and gypwm. He also sees a futare 
for the utilization of the peat-beds in this 
terriory as fuel. 

Summing up bis ten years experience, he 
has come to tip following conclusion re- 
garding theagricultural possibilities of this 
pew Ontariv, Ilo believes wheat may be 
successiuily grown ia suitable soil in all that 
yart of the territory south of the 50th paral 

lof latitude, Barley can be grow. further 
north than any other variety of grain. The 
Northern boundary of our Height of Land 
is from 490 te 700 miles south of where tare 
ley is cultivated, even in Siberia, Oats will 
grow wherever wheat will, while rye will 
grow further north than wheat aod on soils 
two poor and sundy for any other grain. 

The fitness of both soil aud climate for 
the growth of the potato has been estatlish- 
ed beyond dispute at the various Hudson 
Bay Company's posts.

VARYING THE RANGE. 


A New Shell That Can be Adjusted to 
Any Distance, 


NE of the most recont 
discoveries of the gun- 
makers is a method for 
increasing the range of 
any gun from forty 
yards or sot) one hun- 
dred and fifty yards, at 
will, + Most spertemen 
understand that by 
varying the number 
and position of the 
wads iu a cartridge 
they can cause the shot to spread wide or to 
shoot close with almost any gun, but be 
yond that few bave apy definite idea of how 
it is to be done, 


SHELL COMPLETE 
THE SHRAPNELL SHELL 

The new device is known as the Shrapnel 
shell, and cop-ists of a brass ball, slebtly 
smaller than the bore of the gun, whicr is 
divided iuto ha'ves, each half being fitted 
with two sinall flanges, cach flan:e baving a 
tiny hols in it, torough which a -teal wire 
can be pa-sed. The shell is filled with any 
size of shot desired, and the wira being piss- 
ed through the holes, the halves are beld 
iogether, making a solid ball, At the 
bottom end of the shell a thick felt wad is 
fitied of the sive to fit the bore of the gun, 
The cartridge is load-d with powder in the 
usual way, with the usuai wads, and on the 
top of these the Shrapnel! shell is forced 
down #9 that the wad at the by'tom of the 
wire comes nex’ to the wads «ver the 
powder and the brass -bell lies suuz with- 
ir the cartridge. When the gun is fired 
the wad fitx the barrel aud preven's any es- 
cape of gas, aud so ivaves the muz.t+ whind 
the shell.) As it strikes the air tne wind 
catches ihe edges of tae wal, which is 
slightly larger than the circumference of 
the sbell, andso drawsthe wire slowly out 
aud sets free the tw» halves of the shell, 
when the shot spreals as if just lowing the 
muzzle of the gan. Wich tus eqsinment & 
have shot curiews at a distuuce of 147 yards 
with ao ordinary 15-bore gun, of which the 
average range may bv said to be fifty toxizty 
yards, By cutting the wire with a pair of 
sharp nippers (being careiul not to leave 
any rough overhanzing edges to catch ie 
thesiall Mange hules) the spreal of the 
shot can be made to take place atalin stany 
distancr, as the shorter the wira the svoner 
itis withdrawn by the force of the wind on 
the wad, and the shorter the rangeat which 
the shct is liberated. 

In case one unexpectedly meets bear or 
other large guine, the wire can be bont over 
tbe brass sueli by the flngers in an instant, 
20 that theshot-sbel! bec mas a aviid uullet, 
with an accurate dead-line range of eight: 
yards, They are made to fit four, eign’ 
ten, twelveor sixteen-bore guos, and are 
imported from Edinburgh.
